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Public school measures head upcoming May 4th election

Next week northern 
Michigan will have a num- 
ber of key proposals to vote 
on, four of which are fund- 
ing for local public schools. 
Kalkaska, Gaylord and Alan- 
son school districts have 
bonding proposals or mill- 
age renewals on local bal- 
lots. Additionally there will 
be a Cheboygan-Otsego- 
Presque Isle multi-district 
special education renewal 
proposal. 

Other key initiatives in- 
clude the Antrim county 
Township Ambulance Au- 
thority millage, the Otsego 
County Justice Center Com- 
plex and the Tuscarora Pub- 
lic Library millage. A 


complete list of proposals by 
county can be found below. 


ANTRIM COUNTY 


Central Lake, Chestonia, 
Custer, Forest Home, He- 
lena, Kearney, Mancelona, 
Star and Warner townships 
will vote on the Township 
Ambulance Authority pro- 
posal. This proposal will 
levy 1 mill over 2 years 
(through 2022) for acquiring, 
maintaining and repairing 
ambulatory facilities within 
the Township Ambulance 
Authority. 

Warner Township will 
also have the 1special educa- 
tion and 2Gaylord Commu- 
nity School proposals 
mentioned previously and 
described below.

HB School Shoe Club celebrate Earth Day 
with ribbon cutting of new Solar Spark

East Jordan Public 
School students celebrated 
Earth Day with a ribbon 
cutting ceremony for the 
Shoe Club’s Solar Spark 
project. Thirty students 
from East Jordan’s 7th and 
8th grades took on the chal- 
lenge of researching, plan- 
ning and fund raising for 
the installation of a 71 
panel, 30 kilowatt solar 
array that is projected to 
save the school $130,000 and 
reduce carbon dioxide emis- 
sions by 1.5 million pounds 
over its 30 year expected 
lifespan. 

Led by middle school 
teacher Matt Hamilton, the 
Shoe Club’s purpose is to 
help kids deal with life’s is- 
sues in appropriate ways, 
set goals, dream big, work 
hard and give back. The 
Shoe Club normally takes 
trips and volunteers in the 
community. But due to the 
pandemic this school year, 
they were not able to do the 
things they normally do. So 
instead of little projects 
throughout the year, the 
students decided to focus on 
one big project. Mr. Hamil- 
ton noted that this is the 
largest student-led project 
the school has ever at- 
tempted. 

To finance the project 
aptly named “Solar Spark”, 
the students helped set up 
an online GoFundMe ac- 
count, giving the commu- 
nity the opportunity to 
contribute to the project.

The group also held a 
fundraiser and applied for 
grants, raising the neces- 
sary $70,000 to purchase and 
install the array. The 
fundraising efforts were en- 
thusiastically supported by 
the community, helping the 
students easily reach their 
goal. 

Several students ad- 
dressed the crowd who 
gathered for the ribbon cut- 
ting ceremony outside the 
school’s auditorium where 
the panels are installed on 
the roof. The students ex- 
plained the scope of the 
project, noting that educat- 
ing other students about re- 
newable energy will bea 


lasting outcome of this proj- 
ect. The students say 
they’ve learned a lot about 
teamwork, and hope to in- 
spire others to use this type 
of electrical power. 

School Superintendent 
Matt Stevenson said, “I am 
extremely proud as the su- 
perintendant of East Jor- 
dan Public Schools, looking 
at the end product and 
knowing what went into 
this”. “These kids have cre- 
ated a lasting legacy for the 
community”. 

Since its inception in 
2008, the Shoe Club has 
been contacting inspira- 
tional leaders and role mod- 
els from around the world 
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and collecting their donated 
shoes to display in the class- 
room. People such as Steven 
Spielberg, Michael Jordan, 
and Arnold Palmer have do- 
nated their shoes as re- 
minders to the students 
about working hard, mak- 
ing good choices, not bully- 
ing others, and better 
understanding others by 
“walking” in each other’s 
shoes.

Thanks to a gracious

water rescues. Last year, 
the fire department re- 
sponded to approximately 
10 serious water-related 
emergencies and they an- 
ticipate an active water- 
rescue season ahead. 

With the grant the fire 
department purchased 
new rescue vests, protec- 
tive helmets, truck and 
personnel lighting, first 
aid supplies and protective 
storage equipment.

Secure 
reliable communication 
and remember there are 
many areas without serv- 
ice. Finally, know your lo- 
cation at all times, havea 
flashlight, and always let 
someone know your activ- 
ity plan.

Ellsworth Pig Roast 
recognizing those that 
have gone before

ELLWORTH - Back in 1981 
a group of Ellsworth resi- 
dents decided that reviving 
some of the community’s old 
traditions was a good way to 
celebrate the recent renova- 
tion of one of the village’s 
most prominent buildings. 
So, they created a festival in- 
tended to celebrate those 
who lived, worked and played 
in Ellsworth and the sur- 
rounding area. Unlike other 
festivals that aimed to draw 
others in, the Ellsworth Pig 
Roast was a resurrection of 
the Ox Roast and Chicken 
BBQs of the past while show- 
casing the newly renovated 
building. Just like the old 
days when travel was hard 
and scarce the Pig Roast was 
and still is a celebration of 
“us.” Hosted by residents, 
implemented by residents. It 
has grown and provided a 
base of memories for 3 gener- 
ations. 

Gerald Kunde, Howard 
Best, Mary Peterson, Rusty 
McIntosh, Helen Howes, 
Mary Willett, Ken Willett, 
John Hastings, Jerry Al- 
ward, Joni Wieland and 
Donna Heeres first took an 
interest in the beautiful 
township hall that decorates 
Ellsworth’s downtown, reno- 
vating the upstairs. That 
project was a precursor to 
the first Pig Roast in that it 
kindled community pride in 
the people that hauled stones 
to build the building and the 
rural lifestyle they lived. 

This group of residents 
has shrunk, changed, 
evolved, and traded hats but 
hosted a roasted pig dinner, 
various activities for the chil- 
dren, a parade and horse pull 
annually for 40 years. Some 
years included events like a 
5K run or obstacle course but 
every year everything has 
been free, with as discounted 
price as possible for the 
meal. 

The meal too, is a home- 
spun achievement. The pig 
roasters were built by a crew 
that included Chet Drenth, 
Gerald Kunde, Rusty McIn- 
tosh and Dave Heeres and 
the pigs have annually been 
roasted by a group of resi- 
dents. Veteran Roaster, Tom 
Cooper, has been involved 
with this most important as- 
pect of the festival since he 
was in high school, 30 plus 
years ago. His crew has 
changed a bit over the years 
but Barney Drenth, Todd Es- 
senberg, Dillon Sommer, 
Amy Russell and Kevin Rus- 
sell have put countless hours 
into making a perfectly 
roasted pulled pork. 

Hud Drenth has organized 
the horse pull for 39 of the

EJ Middle School Shoe Club raises 
$70,000 for Solar Array

How did this middle 
school club arrive at 
achieving sucha 
large goal? 


“When you are starting a 
project, setting a goal, the 
higher you reach, the more 
you are bound to fail along 
the way. And not everyone 
believes in what you are try- 
ing to do. And it does take 
drive and perseverance to 
find those people who will be- 
lieve in you till the end. What 
we're finding is more and 
more of those people who be- 
lieve.” 

That’s Nathan Newman 
speaking, a senior at East 
Jordan Public Schools. He’s 
talking about this important 
lesson from life because it re- 
lates to a bold project he’s 
helping the middle-schoolers’ 
Shoe Club with: planning, 
fundraising for, and in- 
stalling a $70,000 solar array 
on the school’s roof—by 
Earth Day, April 22, 2021! 

A project of that magni- 
tude would be ambitious for 
even a large high school to 
take on, but East Jordan is 
small, with just 60 to 70 stu- 
dents per grade, and the club 
driving it is made up of mid- 
dle schoolers—12- to 14-year- 
olds—with just a few high 
schoolers pitching in as ad- 
visers. “The project is the 
most ambitious student-dri- 
ven project in the school’s 
history,” says Matt Hamilton, 
the history teacher who 
founded the Shoe Club back 
in 2008, and who still coaches 
the club today. 

To understand what gave 
rise to East Jordan’s solar 
array project, you first have 
to understand what gave rise 
to the Shoe Club. Hamilton 
began the club after the un- 
expected deaths of two stu- 
dents within a month of each 
other. “It was a very dark and 
sad time,” Hamilton says—a 
feeling no doubt amplified as 
the nation was staggered by 
the early months of the Great 
Recession. 

To help the students find a 
way forward, the school 
brought in a motivational 
speaker to talk to an assem- 
bly of high school and middle 
school students. “He had a 
bag of shoes. And he’d pull 


out a pair of shoes and tella 
story about the person who’d 
worn those shoes,” Hamilton 
says. One story he recalls told 
of a girl who had a basketball 
scholarship, and her life 
seemed perfect to everybody 
who knew her, but unknown 
to all, she was cutting herself. 
Eventually she found hope 
and a solution. “The stories 
were all so powerful, I had to 
try so hard not to cry,” 
Hamilton says. 

The next day, every class 
wanted to talk about the 
shoes. And for the next cou- 
ple of weeks, so many kids 
approached Hamilton. They 
all said the same thing. “Can 
I talk with you? Can I talk 
with you? Can I talk with 
you?” Before school, at lunch, 
after school, Hamilton heard 
kids share the stuff of their 
lives and seek connection. He 
thought of those shoes, of 
how they represented life’s 
journey. He formed the Shoe 
Club, and each year the stu- 
dent members would dream 
big, set goals, work hard and 
give back. The core mission: 
teaching students to value 
themselves and to value oth- 
ers. 

One year, the club sent a 
shoe up 100,000 feet in a 
weather balloon they built. 
Another year they partnered 
with the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
and used an underwater ROV 
to explore a reef in Harbor 
Springs, and the DNR used in 
the study results in an official 
assessment. The club has 
also organized gatherings 
like dances and cooking 
classes. And they collect 
shoes from famous people 
who have had great journeys 
of their own—people who set 
goals and overcame obsta- 
cles. 

This year, with the pan- 
demic, the students needed a 
big project that didn’t involve 
people gathering in person. 
Hamilton happened to see a 
video in which Glen Lake 
High School science teacher 
Karen Richard talked about a 
student-led solar array in- 
stallation there, which 
Groundwork assisted with. 
Hamilton thought, Solar 
Array, that’s it! 

As Hamilton began talking 
with the students and with 
the Groundwork team, the 
scope of the project kept 
growing. It began as a single 
solar panel on the roof, then 


became a 10KW project like 
Glen Lake’s, then students 
doubled that goal to a 20K W 
project. Then they bumped it 
up again, to 30KW. “It goes to 
show if we dream big and set 
goals, what great things we 
can do,” says 8th grader 
Chandler Haney. “We real- 
ized that we had to go big or 
go home. We decided to go re- 
ally big.” 

The students quickly set 
about making the case for po- 
tential funders. They created 
a Powerpoint presentation, 
with help from student advis- 
ers like Nathan and Hamil- 
ton’s 10th grade daughter, 
Mailey, they shot and edited a 
video. Every student had to 
train to present a piece of the 
Powerpoint, and the students 
would take turns making 
their case in front of different 
groups, like the Rotary Club 
and the school board. (Hamil- 
ton believes that presentation 
skills are an essential part of 
life.) 

As the students thought 
through the array’s benefits, 
the pillar strengths emerged: 

Education: The students 
would find and help develop 
curriculum about clean en- 
ergy and solar arrays, and 
the curriculum would be 
used in all grades. 

Career training: The solar 
array would inspire interest 
in and knowledge of the 
clean energy technology that 
will create tens of thousands 
of jobs as it transforms 
America’s power grid in 
these students’ lifetimes. 

School budget: The solar 
array will decrease the 
school’s energy expense by 
approximately $4,400 each 
year. 

Environment: The school’s 
carbon footprint will shrink 
by 1.5 million pounds over 
the life of the array. 

Community: The project 
will inspire others to more 
rapidly transition to clean en- 
ergy. 

The students have already 
raised $42,000 for the solar 
array and intend to raise the 
remainder by mid-March— 
with all eyes on that Earth 
Day installation goal. To 
make giving easy, the Shoe 
Club is using a GoOFundMe 
crowdsourcing site. On 
March 9, the annual Bow]-A- 
Thon will happen, injecting a 
big boost to giving as the 
drive heads into the final 
week. With help from Hamil- 


ton’s wife, Stacey, the stu- 
dents have also been applying 
for grants from local and 
statewide foundations and 
continuing to present at or- 
ganization meetings. 

And meanwhile, the mid- 
dle-schoolers are moving 
ahead undaunted. “This is 
East Jordan. It’s such a small 
town that people know each 
other and they trust each 
other,” says 7th grader Rylan 
McVannel. “We support each 
other, and when word gets 
out there, there will be more 
questions and more presenta- 
tions. And, no doubt about it, 
we will meet the goal.”

Matthew deb Dietz, 42, 
Alpena, oe

Dietz had pleaded guilty to 
these charges as well as two 
counts of Accosting a Child 
for an Immoral Purpose on 
February 24, 2021.

“As Judge (Roy C.) Hayes

Kerr was originally 
charged with owning or pos- 
sessing a chemical or labora-

tory equipment used to man- 
ufacture methamphetamine. 
In his plea hearing, Kerr ac- 
knowledged under oath that 
chemicals and equipment 
found in a duffle bag behind a 
local store in the City of 
Charlevoix belonged to him. 

Though Kerr has served 
nearly a year in jail on this 
charge, he will receive no jail 
credit because he was on pa- 
role at the time of the offense 
due to a prior felony drug 
conviction. 

According to a police affi- 
davit filed in the matter, po- 
lice were called to the 
location on March 1, 2019, 
and discovered a bag contain- 
ing methamphetamine com- 
ponents including lithium 
batteries, a battery cutter, 
buprenorphine (Sudafed) and 
chemicals. 

Police were told that the 
bag belonged to Kerr and ina 
recorded interview with po- 
lice, Kerr discussed the items 
in the bag and how he uti- 
lized them to make metham- 
phetamine. 

“T want to thank the offi- 
cers from the City of 
Charlevoix Police and Fire 
Departments as well as the 
Michigan State Police 7th 
District Clandestine Lab Re- 
sponse Team, who responded 
to the dangerous scene,” Tel- 
genhof said. “The manufac- 
ture of methamphetamine is 
very dangerous and these of- 
ficers defused a potentially 
hazardous situation. 

The case was investigated 
by the Charlevoix City Police 
Department with assistance 
from the Charlevoix County 


Sheriff's Office.
